As you learned from Gale’s article on pages 5 & 6 of the July 
FOGHORN, the FOG office has moved. Not very far geographi- 
Cally, but a long way in terms of utility. As she indicated, we 
had reached the point where we barely had room for the Staff 
to function without getting in each others way, much less have 
space for any visitors or volunteers. 

The move took place in late June with the hard work and 
help of the staff, others mentioned in her article, and a number 
of volunteers. By mid-July the acoustical panels, telephones, 
carpeting, etc., were all in place and we were in operation right 
on the schedule predicted by Gale. The greatly increased 
Space, acoustical panels, and carpeting have helped to re- 
duce the noise considerably.

He 
actually started his micro-computing on an Apple I+, but or- 
dered an 0-1 at the 1981 West Coast Computer Faire (WCCF) 
when Adam introduced the prototype Osborne. He thinks he 
should have gotten a lower serial number than #343, since he 
signed up the first day of the Faire. Now he also uses an 
Intertec SuperBrain and has a second 0-1 as well. 

Walt found FOG at our Booth at the 1982 WCCF. Because of 
a scheduling conflict with the Stockton meeting, Walt has 
been a regular attendee at the 1st Silicon Valley FOG group for 
almost as long as we have been at the Dysan Auditorium.

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Re: Tom Jones’ letter, January 1985 FOGHORN 

(1) The Osborne keyboard is a simple 8 x 8 matrix. Pressing 
two or more keys at once leads to all kinds of unpredictable 
results. The most useful key combination is CTRL-SHIFT-? 
which issues the TRUE ASCII “DEL” character (Hex 7F). 

(2) WordStar’s .LH command is only for use with “in- 
cremental” (better daisy wheel) printers. The Help menu men- 
tions this. 

(8) Using WordStar to replace “PA (control PA) with ‘‘noth- 
ing” actually empties the entire file, since ~PA is WordStar’s 
search “wild card” meaning “match ANY character”, not just 
the “PA’s in the file. The Osborne manual describes the wild 
cards, rather badly, on page 470 (typeset edition with grey 
cover). 

(4) PIP moves files between any two peripherals (not just 
disk drives), but cannot copy a file if only one drive is working. 
This can be done with DDT as follows: 


(a) Format a DESTINATION disk in your good drive. 

(b) SYSGEN it (I hope everybody is in the good habit of 
SYSGENing every disk right after formatting)! 

(c) Put your CP/M disk in the good drive and load DDT into 
memory by typing DDT. 

(d) Change disks: put in the SOURCE of the file to be copied. 

(e) Type FILENAME.EXT > where FILENAME.EXT is the ac- 
tual filename and extension that you want to copy. 

(f) Type R> to actually load the file into memory. 

(g) Write down the first 2 digits of the 4-digit number you 
see under the word NEXT. If either of these digits is a 
letter, convert it to a number using the usual Hexadec- 
imal convention that A= 10, B= 11 etc. (Thanks to Jim 
Evey in January's FOGHORN for this simple method!) 

(h) Change disks: put in the DESTINATION disk. 

(i) Type “C to exit DDT and reset the drive. 

(j) Multiply the first of the two digits you wrote down by 16 

and add it to the second digit to get the SIZE. 

(k) Type SAVE SIZE FILENAME.EXT > where SIZE is the size 
you calculated and FILENAME.EXT is the name you want 
to give the copied file (not necessarily the same name it 
had on the other disk)! 

(1) Do a DIR to prove the file is really there. 


(5) WordStar could be patched (at address 0248) to a 25- 
line screen height, and this should work on the Osborne 1 
since it has a 32-line screen memory with a 24-line window". 
This would then allow editing the last visible line. However, the 
inability to edit the bottom line is not a bug; you often want to 


line up characters on one line with those on the line below. 


(6) The silver sticker under the vent cover with the pur- 
chase date on it was supplied by Osborne and affixed by your 
dealer to determine warranty eligibility. 

(7) | agree about the disadvantages of CBASIC. However, it 
has a major advantage over MBASIC — accuracy! It uses BCD 
arithmetic for accurate numerical calculations, and that’s 
what makes it “business oriented”. MBASIC uses Binary 
arithmetic which leads to such errors as inputting 8.9 and get- 
ting back 8.89999. Even in double precision it suffers from 
these errors. True compilers are available for CBASIC at extra 
cost; they create .COM files for either CP/M, CP/M-86 or MS- 
DOS. CBASIC has other advantages which only a professional 
programmer would appreciate (I’m not one, so | still use 
MBASIC). 

(8) The MBASIC compiler generates true .COM files; how- 
ever, many programs need minor changes before they will 
compile. This makes a fixed $5 compilation fee a rather uncer- 

tain business proposition! If you compile them using the ‘“‘Ob- 
solete” Library you get stand-alone programs, which, 
however, are marked internally with the words “OWNED BY 
MICROSOFT”. If on the other hand you use the ‘‘Current’’ Li- 
brary your programs won't run without the presence of 
BRUN.COM, which you cannot give away without paying roy- 
alties to MicroSoft. 

(9) The MBASIC error messages in Mr. Jones’ letter are de- 
scribed in more detail on pages 750-757 of the Osborne 1 
manual (grey edition). RESET is on page 654. Commands like 
PRINT CHR$(&H1A) to clear the screen are functions of the 
terminal, not the language, and therefore are not covered in 
the MBASIC section but under “System Specs” on page 349. 

(10) WordStar resets the drives when you log either drive; 
but only when you are not editing (that is, from the Opening or 

“No File” Menu). Since WordStar handles the editing of files 
bigger than memory by putting temporary files on your work- 
ing disk, it would obviously be fatal to remove that disk while 
editing! Therefore WordStar makes no provision for resetting 
the drives while editing. 

(11) | agree that it doesn’t make sense to pay for public do- 
main software that is available free. But | doubt anyone makes 
$870/hour by charging a markup of $14.50 per disk. What 
about rent, heat, light, taxes, gasoline, packaging, labelling, 
advertising, trips to the post office etc.? | would not sell a sin- 
gle copied disk commercially for LESS than $25 no matter 
WHAT was on it! 

(12) Media Master copies files; it does not change them! 

(13) 8th bits can be stripped from any file with PIP using 
option [Z] (Osborne grey manual page 313). Or if you install 
NZCPR2 to replace the CCP of your CP/M, the TYPE and LIST 
commands strip 8th bits as they display/print your file.

Why are all your correspondents so darn quick to start patching 
disks? You'd think DU was the only utility that CP/M contained, but it 
ain’t so. 

Here’s John Kaufman in your August issue, giving a lengthy and 
dangerous procedure for shortening WordStar’s message file. He 
tells us to use DU, not only to patch the file, but to patch the disk 
directory as well. But the same results are available easily and safely, 
with plain old PIP! 

The nut of Kaufman’s discovery is that WordStar will run just fine 
with a truncated message file, and he found out just where to chop it: 
right after the message “Specified .EF not found”. That was good 
work! But truncating files is just what PIP’s Q (quit-at) option was 
made for. Do this: ; 

A) pip O 
* b:=a:wsmsgs.ovr[qfied .EF not found ~Z] 
You must start PIP and enter the command at its star prompt in order 
to enter a search string that contains lowercase letters. The string 
between the ‘‘q”’ option letter and the control-Z key is the search key. 
The first matching string will be the last data copied to the output file, 
and that should produce just the results Kaufman wants, simply and 
without risk of damaging a disk directory.

FLASHPRINTI! 

| am the author of FLASHPRINT!! reviewed by Alan 
Chattaway in FOGHORN, July ‘85. May | say it was VERY fair 
comment even though | was taken to task on a couple of 
things. 

The function key translation for boiler plate text is indeed 
slow in displaying. But if you have a long string of characters 
(up to 3,000 are allowed) you simply speed things up by hitting 
the escape key. WordStar stops updating the page, line and 
column number and displays characters so fast (about 50 
characters per second) that it carries on something awful, 
with much beeping and exclamation marks. 

If you do this (hit escape) you will think your Osborne is 
about to die and WordStar has gone completely crazy. But 
when the function is ended WordStar gets it right. 

As and aside, you can cut the time of a large global search 
and replace by doing the same thing — hitting escape once 
things begin happening. Try replacing all spaces in a docu- 
ment with something else using the GN option. Then try it once 
more, but hit escape as soon as search and replace starts run- 
ning. WordStar stops looking at the screen output and con- 
centrates on the work to be done, with a truly amazing 
increase in productivity. 

Incidentally, the escape key hint is mentioned in the 
FLASHPRINT!! user guide, but perhaps not given enough 
emphasis. 

Alan said the translation tables can’t translate FROM con- 
trol characters such as “G. Sorry, Alan. That's not true. Any 
control character can be assigned any other control character 
or string of characters (again up to 3,000). For instance, to get 
“L to delete a line instead of “Y create the following entry in 
your FLASHPRINT'!! table: 
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X*L“Y 
Of course “L will no longer work as expected (Search/replace 
again) but ~Y can be made to do that by entering: 

X°Y7L 
in the table. 

This is an important facility because it allows you to change 
WordStar’s control codes to more meaningful characters as in 
WordStar 2000. 

Alan suggested that | am of the Apple school of upper case. 
Not true. | am of the caps-is-easier-to-see-in-my-old-age 
school of the 104 column display on my 0-1. That is probably 
why my .TBL comments are in caps. 

The preliminary manual that Alan received was just that. 
Several points have since been clarified. And it’s curious that 
Alan suggests that the authors (that’s me) are better program- 
mers than writers. | take that as a compliment but now reveal 
that before | turned to programming | was, for 20 years, a 
journalist. Maybe the grammatical oddities are because | 
speak Australian! Gidday mate. 

FLASHPRINT!! now has several special additional versions 
which may not have been available when Alan received his re- 
view copy. One gives a true blinking cursor on the 0-1 
(FLASHPRINT!! clobbers most blinking cursor patches) and 
another gives the blinking cursor and prevents creation of 
.BAK files. (Those files you either love or hate.) It is also avail- 
able in an MS-DOS version and Apple disk format. 

Incidentally, | think it is worth mentioning that existing 
WordStar installation is not affected by FLASHPRINT!! If you 
have set up ~Q, “W, “E, “R, and so on, to send special codes to 
the printer, they still work. 

And to be fair, there is a ‘feature’ which Alan didn’t men- 
tion. You cannot RUN a program when FLASHPRINT!! has 
loaded WordStar. You must exit back to CP/M then run 
FLASHPRINT!! again. | don’t consider this to be a bug, but for 
those of you who do this often, it is an inconvenience. 

Still, Alan said if you need any kind of enhancement to 
WordStar this is the one. | agree and | thank him. Users of 
FLASHPRINT!! are encouraged to write with suggestions, 
comments, criticism, and words of praise to the distributor 
(Flashlite Software, P. 0. Box 2179, Daly City, CA 94017) or di- 
rectly to me.

On the other hand, our group is and has been from the 
beginning, overwhelmingly Osborne, and with the inclusion of 
a membership for all Vixen purchasers, this trend will con- 
tinue. | think that is irresponsible of Mr. Shands to advocate 
the ouster of Frank Morton because of some offense he took 
from the Vixen announcement. | just reread the article in ques- 
tion, and came to the conclusion that he must be very thin 
skinned indeed. After all, how many times have we responded 
to the age old question regarding the sized of Ozzie’s monitor. 

| would also like to echo the comments of Stephen Hill from 
Cupertino (is there really an Osborne there in the land of Ap- 
ple?) regarding the inclusion of program listings in the 
FOGHORN. 

One case in point was the listing of Charles Zacky’s patch 
for a blinking cursor for WordStar 3.3 in the October issue. 
The listing in this case ran for six full columns, and while it 
probably works, | don’t have the time to enter that much pro- 
gram, and do all the verification that it requires. I’m sure that 
many others are in the same situation. | would hope that when- 
ever a major program listing or patch like this finds it’s way to 
you, the first thing that is done is to direct it to the appropriate 
librarian for immediate inclusion. 


Bouquets: 

In the past two years:plus that | have been a member of FOG, 
| have been most impressed with the level of expertise that is 
in our group, both at the international level, and in the local 
groups. There have been several times when | have discov- 
ered the solution to a problem that | didn’t realize that | had 
just by opening the latest FOGHORN. \t is a pleasant co- 
incidence that my copy almost always arrives just days prior 
to our local meeting, which greatly increases its value. 


Problems: 

1. In their premiere issue, Dafa Based Advisor magazine pub- 
lished an Ashton-Tate Technical Note on patching WordStar 
which will allow it to be called with the MODIFY COMMAND in 
dBASE 2.3B which many of us have. | attempted to do this, but 
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have since upgraded to dBASE 2.4 and WordStar 3.3. Need- 
less to say, the patch points are not the same, and do not 
work. Ashton-Tate does not yet have a modification for this — 
does anybody out there? | agree that VDO is an adequate edi- 
tor most of the time, but there are times where | really want 
WordStar. 

2. DBASE 2.4 allows the use of screen formatting of data 
entry in APPEND and EDIT modes by the use of SET FORMAT 
TO. While in these modes, all function keys work in the normal 
manner, with the exception of “U (to mark the record currently 
being edited for deletion). After two expensive calls to the A-T 
help line, | was informed that this was not just a problem on 
my machine or copy, but was not intended to work. Does any- 
One out there know of a way around this? 

3. My expertise currently comprises spreadsheets and 
dBASE command files, and definitely does not extend to 
assembler programming. | have seen many patches involving 
various versions of WordStar, and | don’t know how they will 
react if they are all added together. So far, | have not seen a 
patch that will eliminate the long sign-on message, log to 
drive B and provide a blinking cursor, all in one patch for WS 
3.3. Do any of you hackers have this one yet? 


Suggestions or Whatever: 
| took the advice of a long forgotten contributor, and in 
some cases renamed the main program on my disks (such as 
WS.COM) as AUTOST.COM in order to save disk space and 
speed up loading. In most cases it is a real advantage, but in 
one area it causes another problem. While using WordStar, | 
have been in the habit of using the “‘R” option to obtain a de- 
tailed disk directory. If WS.COM has been renames, this option 
is no longer available. 
| was probably the last person in FOG to learn of the joys of 
NSWEEP and VDO, but once | learned them, | wondered how | 
ever managed without them. | had a thought that maybe it was 
possible to merge the VDO editing and printing features into 
NSWEEP. Can you imagine how powerful that program could 
be? This is the top choice on my wish list. 
‘ In conclusion, let's try to avoid the infighting that will 
accomplish nothing and only detracts from the positive nature 
of our group. We have made great progress lately, and we are 
fast becoming a powerful force in personal computing.

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Dear FOGHORN 

| have been an Osborne user since July, 1983. Of course | 
floundered some in the beginning, but with the help of the Jer- 
sey Osborne Group and friends, | have become reasonably fa- 
cile with the machine and programs which meet my needs. 
The FOG library has been the greatest treasure for expanding 
my knowledge and abilities. With the advent of DU2V17, 
NEWSWEEP, and NULU, life has been much easier (it is 
amazing to have a 14K NULU where LSWEEP and LU needed 
40K). There is a long row to hoe, however, before | reach the 
level some of the FOGHORN contributors obviously display. 

RECENT EXPERIENCE. After writing a bad sector to the 
directory of an important (but, stupidly, unbacked-up) disk, | 
had to get acquainted with the various disk utilities that allow 
surgery. The December FOGHORN offered help (p.39), but | had 
neither FORTH nor REGROUP.COM, so “brute force” methods 
were my only recourse. Both DDT and SuperZap required a 
good directory to function. DU, on the other hand, will use 
brute force to examine every track and sector on the disk 
(E.Heussner shows a similar salvage with DU [Vol. 4, No. 6, pg. 
49)). A nice feature is the repeated trial to read until something 
is extracted from the disk. 

While | still do not know just what the various characters of 
a directory should look like, | was able to reconstruct the 
important parts of the disk by saving “CP/M groups and sec- 
tors” to the Queue (<Gn & <S) and writing the Queue to a 
fresh disk (QSd:fn.ft). For insurance | had done the same thing 
with all the directory sectors, because | was unaware that DU 
(or CP/M?) creates a directory when it writes to the new disk. 

! referred above to a DU experience by E. Heussner. 
FOGHORN readers should know that the operating characters 
are different for DU2V 17. ‘“*”, for example, is used to repeat 
the command line just previously used. ‘?” will bring up the 
Command Summary which will guide the user through the 
available functions. | cannot wait to have a look at the DU-V87 
which Gale Rhoades described in the April ‘85 issue. 

As long as | am writing about my Osborne experiences, | 
might as well give expression to the frustration | must share 
with many other “suckers,” who first sent $25 for one issue of 
the Portable Companion under Osborne AND another $25 for 
one issue of the ‘“‘reorganized” Portable Companion. My anger 
is only slightly offset by the joy | get from devouring each is- 
sue of the FOGHORN when it arrives by First Class Mail. There 
has never even been a letter of explanation from Portable 
Companion ; my canceled check did come through quickly. A 
fool and his money. .. 

| have felt the need for additional RAM often, so there is a 
hard disk in my future. Do you know of anyone who has 
hooked a Winchester system or Bernouli Box to the Osborne? 
Trantor’s 11mb would be fine, but a replaceable /7/5 or 10 mb 
sounds much more attractive. Then those 360-500K 
databases could be manipulated by the SORTs and INDEXes 
with relative impunity. 

Media Master has allowed me to use friends’ IBMs and 
AT&T 6300s to do what | need to, but that exercise em- 
phasizes the inadequacy of 64K RAM (indeed, it also em- 
phasizes the inadequacy of 640K RAM!). 
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Although | haven't much facility with it yet the program 
DATA-CURE from Colorado On-Line seems to be a bit of disk 
data insurance that could help save us from BDOS and BAD 
SECTORs. It does require 14K disk space, however, so big files 
suffer. 

If our members have not discovered the little text editor 
VDO, | can recommend it for a letter such as this or for pro- 
gramming. While VDO does not have all the facilities of 
WordStar, it requires only 4K on the disk and does have many 
of the facilities of more complex word processors, including 
block functions. 

Many people must have had the same thought Tom 
MacFadyen expressed in the February ‘85 issue — an index to 
the FOGHORN. | would like to order back issues, but have no 
idea which are the ones | want until a clarification comes 
along or until the index for the previous volume appears as 
happened in November ‘84. The Best of Volume 1 has been 
valuable and probably took “forever” to produce, but is just 
the sort of compilation that tyros can use to leapfrog into 
proficiency. THANKS to the angels who brought it to fruition 
(David?) /No, Gale et. al. David). AND THANKS to all those of 
you who are so willing to share your knowledge, experience, 
and problem solving abilities.

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Comment On “Loading Faster With DU” 

This is just a note to thank Don Riggs (IV:4, January 85) for 
his article on the use of DU. Riggs provided instructions to 
modify the CP/M tracks of a disk to allow faster, more efficient 
booting of software such as WordStar. | had some difficulty in 
implementing the patch, however, and by examining the arti- 
cle referenced by Riggs (Bollini, III:12) | stumbled onto the 
solution. 

For my system (0-1, DD, 80-column) Riggs’ patch resulted 
in WordStar attempting to open a file, COPYRIGH, after booting 
up. | was able to solve this errant behavior by inserting a null 
character, 00, after WS to terminate the command. That is, the 
HEX code beginning at the third line should read: 


20 00202020 20033031 32333435 36373839 


instead of: 
20 20202020 20033031 32333435 36373839 


One other minor error should be noted. The HEX code for 
“§" ig 53, not 55, so the last four bytes in the row containing 
“Ws” should read 01075753 in the third and fourth dumps 
shown in the article.

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Dear FOGHORN 

| noticed in Alan Chattaway’s WordStar Workshop (Jan. 
‘85, FOGHORN ) that he goes to some length to explain several 
methods of printing outa file with the dot commands showing. 
The easiest solution of all seems to have escaped him entirely! 
[That's what Alan says; see his letter this issue. David] One 
merely needs to call up the print mode by typing P and then 
the file name followed by a > (carriage return). As everyone 
knows, a series of questions will appear in sequence which 
must be answered, usually with a “Y”’ or “‘N’’. To the question 
“Suppress PAGE formatting (Y/N):” one merely needs to type 
in Y. All of your dot commands will then spill out before you, 
with the periods in the left hand column as they are on the 
screen. The only problem, of course, is that this printout will 
have to be done on fanfold paper, since the page break com- 
mands will be ignored as well. 

Regarding Hanns Trostli’s comments on correcting “AV” 
prompts in MailMerge (same issue), a far better way of doing 
this is to use “SV” instead. This allows you to do normal 
editing of variables at the head of your document, making mis- 
takes very easy to correct. Furthermore, these variables are 
now Stored with the document, so that subsequent copies can 
be run offata later date without going to the trouble of filling in 
all of this information again. It has been my experience, by the 
way, that .AV is only good for files with no more than 4 or 5 
simple variables. Anything more than that is awkward and is 
better served by using the ‘‘.SV” approach. Since | have occa- 
sion to use forms in great profusion, a necessity in the legal 
profession, | find that sweeping them over from a library disk 
to a working disk, changing the name to relate to a given case 
in the process, leaves my original form untouched and pro- 
vides me with a document that | can retain as long as | am 
working on that particular case. 

Regarding patching the system tracks to bring up your ap- 
plication program rather than AUTOST.COM, anybody with the 
Nuevo 80 or 104 column upgrades can do the same thing by 
simply calling up “NEWSETUP.” This utility takes the place of 
the original “SETUP.” 

Regarding Howard Podell’s letter (Feb. ‘85, FOGHORN), | too 
tried the Olivetti Ink Jet from DAK. He is quite right, the ma- 
Chine is totally unsupported, technically or otherwise. Fur- 
thermore, printer codes such as double strike, bolding and 
underlining will not work on this machine, since it automati- 
Cally supplies its own line feed with each carriage return it re- 
Ceives from the computer. The print is so light that it is very 
difficult to read. The small ink jet cartridges are unreasonably 
expensive and as Podell points out, difficult to come by. The 
users manual contains very little information, useful or other- 
wise. Clearly, this machine is a good idea which was pushed 
from the nest too soon and then abandoned by its mother! I, 
therefore, would not recommend the printer to anyone who 
has serious printing to do, particularly in view of the fact that 
good well supported dot matrix printers can be obtained for 
not much more. | will agree that DAK is a reputable firm and 
took back my ink jet without a whimper. — 

| like Barry Plotnick's method for printing while in the 
editing mode in WordStar (Mar. ‘85, FOGHORN). However, 


Barry indicates that “R (control R) refers to the last file named. 
It has been my experience that “R will pick the first file named 
in an editing session. A way around this is to precede your 
editing session with a (P)rint command followed by <ESC>. 
Otherwise, you may find yourself printing a file you did not 
want! 
| have a question for somebody out there who may have run 
into this before. | do not seem to be able to program WordStar 
to produce 12 point type on my Gemini 10X on default and 10 
point as the alternate. There Seems to be two sets of locations 
for normal character width. One is described in the manual at 
037C and the other one at O6BC. Does one of these cancel out 
the other? If anybody has grappled with this successfully, | 
would like to know how you did it. For the alternate character 
width the two respective addresses are 037D and 06B7.

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Suppress Page Formatting 

Pat Carlson’s letter about my January WordStar Workshop 
made me chuckle; he’s not the only one who saw | was doing 
things the “hard” way! Actually, the reason | modified files to 
make their dot commands print out — instead of just choosing 
“Suppress Page Formatting’ at print time — is that | didn’t 
know it could be done the way he suggested! 

When | first started learning WordStar four years ago, | ac- 
tually saw the list of print time questions only a few times; 
then | discovered they could all be avoided by hitting 
<ESC> (escape key) instead of © (carriage return) after the 
name of the file to be printed. Since then, I’ve hardly ever seen 
those questions! Although | sometimes use the “print to disk 
file” and ‘‘start/stop on numbered page” options, I’ve never 
even wondered what “suppress page formatting” might mean 
— until now! 

| do offer some defense of my article, though. First, by 
inserting a space in front of every line, you disable the dot 
commands but can still see where the page breaks are now 
going to fall (remember, this changes when the dot commands 
are disabled). Second, as | said, ‘I want to describe several 
methods because we might all learn something.” | certainly 
did — thanks to Pat Carlson and many others! And | know the 
four techniques | described will prove useful for other pur- 
poses to some fellow FOG member. 

Keep up the good work. There’s always an easier way!

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Spreadsheet Documentation of SuperCalc and Lotus 1-2-3 

Programs that “document” spreadsheet formulas have as 
their main feature the ability to print formulas in the same 
position their values occupy on the screen. The programs 
have words relating to ‘audit’ and ‘document’ in their titles, 
e.g., Spreadsheet Auditor by Consumer Software and 
Docucalc by Micro Decision Software. Though they offer more 
than just the ability to compare formulas with their values, 
their promoters capitalize on the misconception that 
SuperCalc and Lotus 1-2-3 allow only a one formula per line 
listing. If this is the reason you are tempted to buy auditing 
software, try the following. 

In SuperCalc, load a copy of a spreadsheet. /G(lobal) F(or- 
mulas) will cause every cell which contains a formula to dis- 
play it. If formulas are truncated, increase column widths. 
Print this display with /O(utput) D(isplay) All P(rinter). Or print 
this file to D(isk) rather than P(rinter) if you want to add further 
explanations with a word processor. Another /GF will bring 
back the normal display of values. 

Arefinement for comparison is doing a /W(indow) V(ertical) 
command and changing one window to formulas with /GF and 
scrolling the windows until identical columns are side by side. 
This display can be printed if you have a print screen pro- 
gram, e.g., SNAPSHOT.COM on FOG/EX1.022. 

Setting up a comparison of LOTUS 1-2-3 formulas and their 
values is not quite as straightforward. 1-2-3 does not print 
row numbers and column letters so comparing pages is more 
difficult. Save Column A and Row 1 in future spreadsheets for 
entering row numbers and column letters if they are needed. 

Load a copy of a 1-2-3 spreadsheet and type /R(ange) F(or- 
mat) T(ext). Formulas will display. Adjust column widths. Print 
this display with /P(rint) P(rinter) R(ange) range answer G(o). 
To redisplay values either erase the worksheet and reload or 
use /R(ange) F(ormat) Reset). | have not tested the following 
two presumptions. 1) The /RFR command will cause cell for- 
mats to revert to 1-2-3's defaults, so special formatting must 
be redone. 2) Window comparison displays can be printed 
with the print screen command.

Do Your Printouts Fall on the Floor? 

Problem: You want to improve your ergonomic printer setup 
which consists of an old coffee table and an orange crate. 

Solution: Buy one of the many styles of plastic vegetable 
storage bins (available at your local five and dime store) and 
put it behind the printer. The paper feeds up through the legs 
and the paper falls into the basket. Take a piece of computer 
paper when you shop to test the width of the front opening and 
depth of the basket. 


Does Non-Break Space Mean What It Says? 

Problem: There are two words or numbers which should al- 
ways appear on the same line, e.g., May 13 or Section IV. Or 
you are using right flush margins and the two obligatory 
spaces between a colon and the next word sometimes spread 
to three.

Solution: Instead of the space bar, use “PO. One “PO be- 
tween May and 13 will keep May 13 cemented together forever 
and it will be treated as one word. Use two ~PO’s between a 
colon and the next word. 


Do You Need a 12-Page Double-spaced Draft Yesterday? 

Problem: Your manuscript is single-spaced. Your printer 
does not respond to (.LH) line height commands. You could 
use “OS 2 to set the spacing to double and then ~QQ~B (quick 
reformat) the text. But there is an easier way, one that doesn’t 
have to be undone. 

Solution: Make a file called DOUBLE.SPC. It consists of 
three dot commands, .PF ON (Print Formatter on) .LS 2 (Line 
Spacing double) and .FI filename (name of your file). Use M 
(Mergeprint) to print the file DOUBLE.SPC. 

Only the lines within word-wrapped paragraphs will dou- 
ble-space. But it is a fast method and it is within paragraphs 
that one needs space for editing. 


Permanent Markers Without Ink? 

Problem: Temporary “markers” 0 through 9 can be set 
throughout a file with “KO (zero) through “K9. They are found 
with “QO through ~Q9, an easy way to jump around a long file, 
putting new information in its proper places. But these mark- 
ers disappear when you exit the file. 

Solution: Make non-printing markers. At the first place a 
marker is needed, create a line with “N and starting in column 
1, type .. (two periods) #1. In the second place, type ..#2 on 
its own line. Continue on if necessary. The two periods (the 
same as the .IG command) are WordStar’s equivalent of RE- 
Mark lines. Save the file with ~KS. Then “QF to Find #1. At this 
place do a ~K1 to place marker 1. It looks like <1>. “QF to 
Find #2. “K2 to place the marker. Use ~Q1 and “Q2 to find 
these markers while you work. Though the <1> and <2> 
markers will disappear when you exit the file, #1 and #2 re- 
main to be found the next time. 


Electronic Post-It Notes? 
Problem: You can’t remember some of the nitty gritty that 
comes up only now and then. Or even where to find it. 
Solution: Write non-document files about things you can’t 
recall. Like this one called NOTES for adding to a WordStar file 
from the A>: 


A>PIP FILENAME=CON: 2 
one line of text OCTRL J 
more lines of text >CTRL J 
CTRL Z ‘ 
© (to get out of PIP) 


Use A>TYPE FILENAME to view on the screen; in WordStar, 
“KR (read in) the file. When you remember the procedure, if 
ever, delete the file. 


First Aid for Keyboards? 

Problem: A key seems to be failing. 

Solution: Program function keys with the upper and lower 
case of the letter and important commands containing that let- 
ter and save the key assignments to your disk. Then find out 
the cause.

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Are You Mourning the Loss of RM? 

Problem: MailMerge’s .RM (Right Margin) and .LM (Left 
Margin) commands went bye-bye in WordStar 3.3 (and it 
would seem that only MicroPro was there to see them off). 
These dot commands, in version 2.26, can set new margins 
during automatic total document reform. Text revisions can be 
done without having to reform paragraphs. Paragraphs dis- 
torted by spelling programs which correct outside the file do 
not have to be located and reformed. 

Solution: Edit with 3.3 but use your pre-3.3 WordStar and 
MailMerge .RM for Print Time Line Forming. (.LM was buggy 
and can be replaced by .PO [page offset].) You have to be a se- 
rious writer to care about this so no further explanations will 


be made here. Consult the manuals and hang in there.

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An Ecosystem 


' Adventure in SuperCalc 
by Bob Hodgson 


As | teach an introductory course in microcomputers, | am 
always looking for examples which are interesting to students 
and which also illustrate the intrinsic nature and power of 
microcomputer software. In my view, the introduction of 
Spreadsheets has encouraged us to think in new ways. | 
wished to illustrate this point to my students who are majoring 
in environmental science and various fields associated with 
managing our natural resources. 

| struck upon the concept of modeling an ecosystem, and 
though | designed a fictitious one, it does illustrate the power 
of SuperCalc to solve a large set of linear difference equations, 
something few students would be capable of in their first years 
at college. The model has seemingly complex predator prey 
relationships, but these are easily entered into the 
spreadsheet. To dramatically illustrate the power SuperCalc | 
borrowed a FORTRAN listing of a “simple” two-component 
predator prey population dynamics model from a colleague of 
mine. It stretches to the floor! | mention that the mathematical 
and/or programming sophistication needed to write such pro- 
grams is often a limiting factor in examining the fundamental 
scientific issues of interest. 

lam not a biologist and this may be all too apparent in the 
example which follows. However, when the model yields an 
unrealistic result, one is forced to reevaluate the basic 
assumptions. | chose the model to illustrate the following 
points: 


1) The census for each species in the system grows and ve 
cays at rates which depend on the census of other species. 
This makes the system interactive. 

2) The census for the next generation of a given species Nj(2) 
is given by the difference between the growth(g) and 
decay(d) rates times the current population census N;(1), 
i.e., Ni(2)= (g-d)*Nj(1). 

3) The concept of stability and time stationarity are distin- 
guished. A time stationary ecosystem is one whose popula- 
tion vector (an n-dimensional array of the census for each 
species) is constant over time. By contrast, a stable 
ecosystem tends to return to its original species distribu- 
tion when the population vector is slightly perturbed, say, 
by small increase or decrease in the census of one of the 
species. 

4) The health of the ecosystem is computed using the Shan- 
non diversity index (the same Shannon of communication 


> 
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theory fame). This is given by — Sum(Pilog P;) where Pi is 
the proportion of the ith species. 


| have the students set up the model for a single generation 
and then use block copy commands to compound the genera- 
tions (in principle, this is the same as computing compound 
interest rates by iteration). Once they verify that the 
ecosystem is time stationary, | ask them to supply a perturba- 
tion to the system. It becomes obvious that perturbing one 
component of the system can have a drastic effect on another. 
Furthermore, the model begs the programmer to question the 
assumptions made in creating the model. 

There is one aspect of the model which requires some 
sophistication for beginners. Unless one uses logical oper- 
ators in computing ensuing generations, a census for a given 
species can become negative. One has the choice of supplying 
the students with the correct algorithm or letting them solve 
the problem themselves as they test the model and discover 
negative values in the populations vector. 

Without further delay, here is my ecosystem consisting of 
grass, moths, sloths, hogs, dogs, bats, cats, alligators, chick- 
ens, and humans!

And here are the formulas for columns F and G. As the 
spreadsheet can get quite extensive, | suggest summarizing 
the population vectors for each generation in a table else- 
where on the spreadsheet. The effect of perturbing the initial 
vector can then be quite dramatic as the succeeding genera- 
tions are recalculated.

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Toward WordStar 


Command Files 
by Martin Nicolaus 


There are two ways to look at WordStar. One way is that 
WordStar is too complicated, and needs to be simplified for 
the beginner. The other way is that WordStar has hit the wall, 
doesn’t do enough, and needs to be powered up. This is a pro- 
posal for the latter view. 

Software in our eight-bit world today divides into the broad 
areas of word processing, spreadsheets and data base man- 
agement. From where | stand, WordStar remains preeminent 
in the first department; SuperCalc is presumptive king of the 
spreadsheets; and dBASE Il rules the data base managers. 
These three kings, however, are not equally great in their re- 
spective realms. DBASE and SuperCalc have more capability 
in their respective areas than WordStar has in the world of 
text. Why do | say this? 

Consider dBASE Il. This tool consists of two basic parts. 
There is a data file system, an electronic file cabinet. And then 
there is a command file capability. A beginning user can per- 
form operations on the data base by entering a command at 
the keyboard, waiting for its execution, then entering the next 
command, and so on. The advanced user has the capability of 
writing a file in the dBASE programming language that ex- 
ecutes the same sequence of instructions automatically. This 
file is a command file. Now consider SuperCalc. Here, too, the 
beginner builds a spreadsheet and enters instructions one by 
one. The advanced user writes a sequence of commands 
which form a separate file, a template, which, when executed, 
performs all the operations of which the program is capable, 
without further manual intervention. 

The data base manager, in other words, walks on two legs: 
data base files and command files. The calc program walks on 
two legs: spreadsheet files and command files or templates. 
WordStar, by comparison, is one-legged. It has text files. But it 
has no command files. It is structurally deficient by compari- 
son with the others. 

What is a “command file” and what would it mean in word 
processing? By ‘command file” | do not mean the same thing 
as “command language.” WordStar, of course, has a com- 
mand language. All the control key operations, such as “F, 
“KB, “Ol, etc., plus all the dot commands (.po, .cw, .df etc.), 
plus the commands from the no-file menu (D, N, R, etc.) and a 
few other symbols are the “words” of the WordStar command 
language. The WordStar instruction set is fast, articulate, 
moderately comprehensive, and rewarding to the learner. 
What WordStar chiefly lacks is the ability to marshal its com- 
mand language in command file form. 

No matter how well a user learns the WordStar command 
set, he or she must still address each text file in person, enter- 
ing each command at the console individually, waiting for its 
execution, then issuing the next, again by hand. WordStar will 
not permit the user (as dBASE and SuperCalc will) to prepare a 
list of commands, go away, and rely on it to carry them out in 
the user's absence, automatically. 
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Try it. Suppose you have two disk drives of various 
WordsStar text files, and you need to pull together all the ma- 
terial you have on a certain topic, say, “chemical contamina- 
tion.” The procedure is to open each likely file on each disk, 
search for the key term, mark the start and end of the para- 
graph where it occurs, and append that paragraph toa file that 
will collect the findings. WordStar has the. capability of 
performing this task. But it demands that the operator be there 
to issue each set of commands individually from the keyboard 
and wait for its execution before issuing the next one. 

There is no excuse for that. 

What's that? You say that Special Function Keys (SFKs) will 
do what | described? That's not so. In the first place, the effec- 
tive length of the command string using SFKs is severely lim- 
ited. It is 90 bytes for each installed set of SFKs on my 
Osborne 1 with 1.4 ROM using Setup or ManyKeys. If you try 
using SFK’s on the simple task | outlined in the previous para- 
graph, as an example, you will see that 90 bytes will get you 
about to first base, but no further. Inthe second place, the 
SFKs will not execute themselves or each other; you still have 
to be there to hit the keys, and in the right order. The third bar- 
rier is what | call the ‘‘R” barrier, namely that WordStar will 
not permit you to use SFKs to run another program from within 
WordStar (say, to install a new set of SFKs . . .) and then auto- 
matically reenter WordStar when the run is complete; nor will 
WordStar accept in-file commands from a CP/M SUBMIT and 
XSUB file. The fourth and final limitation is the existence of 
serious gaps in WordStar’s command vocabulary, especially 
the lack of a loop structure and of functions. 

MailMerge, especially the most recent version, shows that 
in principle there is nothing unfeasible about the command file 
proposal. MailMerge already gives a kind of command file ca- 
pability. MailMerge 3.3 gives, notably, a set of conditionals; 
and conditionals are basic to any language advanced enough 
to make command files worthwhile. The problem with these 
conditionals, apart from their rudimentary nature, is that they 
are narrowly tailored to read only specially formatted material 
that MailMerge recognizes as “data” (via the .rv, .Sv or .av 
commands), and not WordStar text files generally. The 
MailMerge commands are specialized for the production of 
form letters and mailing lists. As a result, MailMerge “com- 
mand files’, such as they are, permit the user automatically to 
insert and to chain files, but not to open and close files. 
MailMerge allows the user to execute certain print-time 
formatting commands but not any preprint editing com- 
mands. The expert user can even combine MailMerge com- 
mands to create something resembling a data base. But this 
misses the point. There are excellent data bases on the mar- 
ket. What is needed is more powerful handling of ordinary 
text. 

The various special-purpose add-ons and utilities which 
MicroPro and others provide for WordStar can be a help for the 
specific problems they were designed to solve, but are no help 
at all for problems that don’t fit the mold. Footnote, indexing, 
line numbering, filtering, uppercase conversion, high-order 
bit stripping, word counting, multiple find/replace programs 
all have their useful place when you need them. But a 


basketful of special purpose applications is no substitute for a 
general purpose WordStar command file capability. 

Now I'll quit complaining and draw an outline of my notion. 
A general purpose WordStar command file setup will look 
approximately like this: 


1. The source code is written and edited in WordStar N 
mode. The WordStar command files have a special file type, 
e.g. FILENAME.CMW. The language is interpreted, not com- 
piled. The interpreter is an overlay on WordStar.COM, like 
MERGPRIN.OVR, unused unless invoked. The WordStar com- 
mand files are executable from within WordStar’s no-file menu 
or from outside WordStar. 

2. The language is a superset of the existing commands. Its 
instruction set includes, in addition to the existing command 
Set: 


a) File-handling commands: Commands that allow com- 
mand files to call one another, and to call command file 
modules, procedures, subroutines or macros. Com- 
mands that “remotely” open and close text files in either 
D or N mode (selectable); that perform all the other oper- 
ations on the no-file menu; that exit WordStar, execute 
operating system commands, and return to WordStar; 
and that execute all the standard instructions within and 
between WordStar text files. 

b) Expressions: There are variables of several types, 
including text variables and literals, filename variables 
with wild cards, the existing data-file variables, numeric 
variables that can be incremented and decremented, 
plus memory variables usable as macros. 

c) Conditionals, e.g. IF/ELSE/ENDIF commands, capable 
of addressing any of the types of variables. Maybe also, 
for speed, a CASE command. 

d) Structured looping, e.g. DO WHILE/ENDDO statements. 

e) Nesting of conditionals and loops. 

f) Functions: A function to address a specific sequential 
character, or page, line, column, by number; a function to 
address a character, including a control character, by its 
ASCII code, and to convert a character into its ASCII 
number; a LEN function; a HIDE function that undisplays 
delimited areas. 

g) Operations: the standard set of arithmetical, comparison 
and Boolean operations. 


3. Finally, the syntax should be able to recognize and ignore 
or modify, as instructed, the existing panoply of dot com- 
mands, so that if need be the command file can also be used to 
reformat a document comprehensively and in detail for 
printing. 


That should be enough by way of sketch. It is less than the 
project will eventually grow into. But nothing on this list is out 
of the reach of the programming art. WordStar’s existing syn- 
tax needs no modification. Many of the functions are already 
implemented in WordStar’s innards (e.g. character location 
pinpointed by page, line, column; loop counter in “QF #) and 
merely need to be tapped into. Others are implemented within 
MailMerge and only need to be adapted to command file use 
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(e.g. Boolean operators, conditionals). Relatively little ma- 
terial, such as looping, needs to be added, and all of that is 
standard fare of programming languages. The true innovation 
is to marshal all these elements in the command file form. 

Now I'd like to answer a couple of objections that I’ve 
heard. The first is that the addition of a command file overlay 
would make WordStar too slow and too big. The answer is that 
(a) the command file overlay would not be in the circuit when 
not in use; (b) when in use, the command file would get the job 
done much, much faster than manual execution of the same 
command chain. As for size, it would not be a major problem. 
All but the single-density users can find enough room on the A 
drive to accommodate a command file overlay. Remember, 
most of the commands in the WordStar language already ex- 
ist, and most of the required functions are already built into 
WordStar. The add-on will be a lean machine. 

The other objection is that no one would want such a ca- 
pability. This line of thought says that WordStar is already too 
complicated, with too many commands; that the market wants 
simpler, easier tools; and that there is little or nothing that you 
could really do with this new power if you had it. 

The market does not support this view. Today’s leading 
sellers in business and professional software, taking the 
microcomputer market as a whole, are big, complicated pack- 
ages, with command sets and manuals no smaller than 
WordStar’s. Much larger command sets are not a barrier. 
Whatever the ceiling of tolerance is, relative behemoths like 
Lotus, Symphony, or Framework have not exceeded it. These 

products all have command sets. The demand for more power 
is alive even in the market for specialized word processing 
tools. New products vaguely labelled “outline processors,” 
“idea processors,” or even “mind amplifiers” are coming out 
and catching on. The user base has digested and assimilated 
the traditional word processing tools and wants more. This is 
not only in the 32-bit and 16-bit markets. KAMAS, the new text 
handling software that uses the “mind amplifier” label, is an 
eight-bit program. KAMAS has command file capability. 
KAMAS shows that even in the eight-bit world, there is interest 
in — and capacity to handle — more complex, articulate and 
powerful text tools. 

Spreadsheets and data base handlers added the command 
file capability because it answered a need felt by the more ad- 
vanced users. In time, these programs taught the average 
user to expect and to demand this power. The opportunity to 
marshal the commands of a language in a purposeful se- 
quence, and to observe their automatic execution, educates 
the user. Command file power gives a software package for- 
ward mobility. The software with command file capability is 
always greater than the sum of its existing applications. The 
best thing is that the original publishers of the software don’t 
have to carry the whole ball of further development. The users 

- do the hard part. The software that gives its users command 
file power spawns a cottage industry of self-taught program- 
mers who discover new problems, create applications, and 
educate the new users. 

The microcomputer text processors of tomorrow will have 
command file capability. They will give the user as much 
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power over text as dBASE gives over data, and more. They will 
perform automatically and in seconds many of the word pro- 
cessing operations that now eat valuable minutes and hours of 
manual effort. They will do this because they are not merely 
editors, but comprehensive instruments for organizing and 
expressing thoughts in words. They will succeed because 
they will be able to execute upon masses of text contained in 
scores of documents a planned, complex, structured se- 
quence of operations, thanks to command files. 

How economical and pleasant it would be if the language in 
which those command files will be written were substantially 
the language with which we are already familiar, the language 
of WordStar. Over a million copies of WordStar are in distribu- 
tion, more than five times as many as all the other word pro- 
cessors combined. From the standpoint of social economy it 
makes far more sense to adapt this good old tool to the new 
working requirements than to scrap it and start from scratch. 
It would be a shame to have to learn a whole new language to 
get the command file power. Somewhere out there reading this 
is an assembly language programmer who has looked deeply 
into the plumbing of WordStar. Somewhere else is a prolific 
writer who has pushed WordStar for several thousand hours, 
and has smatterings of C, or Forth, or Pascal, or even BASIC. 
Somewhere else is an entrepreneur willing to underwrite the 
ultimate WordStar enhancement. When they come together, 
look out!

A while back | purchased the three programs OSBOARD, 
OSGRAPH and OSBRIEF. OSBOARD made my Osborne 1 into a 
graphics drawing board, OSGRAPH let me create graphs out of 
numbers from almost any other program, and OSBRIEF al- 
lowed me to link these graphs and graphics into a “slide 
show”. 

Pretty good, | thought. Then DG/Systems, the makers of the 
three programs, started to advertise REMBRANDT, a “‘com- 
pletely re-written” version of the same programs. For only 
$29.95 plus my old disks and postage, | could upgrade to 
REMBRANDT and get “‘full integration with WordStar, auto- 
matic line, circle and box drawing, giant characters, block 
move, copy, and fill, and overlaying one graphic on another”. 
How could | lose? 

Well, | don’t think | lost, but comparing the “new” REM- 
BRANDT with the three “old” programs, I’m not yet sure that | 
did more than break even on the switch. But perhaps I'd better 
give the good news first. 

The GRAPH program has improvements, some quite minor. 
You can now suppress redundant decimal zeros directly from 
the GRAPH program without having to save the graph and edit 
it with BOARD as before; and you can use three symbols on an 
X-Y plot. 

The BRIEF program is identical, except that you can specify 
in the “script” of the slide show that a particular graphic 
should remain on-screen until a key is pressed. Previously you 
could only define a fixed display time. 

The BOARD program does indeed have most of the improve- 
ments mentioned above. You can draw with huge characters 
(eight times as high as normal on the Osborne 1 — not three 
times, as the ads claim) and you can draw a very rough sort of 
circle by specifying its center and radius. You can mark part 
of the screen as a rectangular block and then copy, move, 
blank or fill it. You can also now overlay one graphic on top of 
another. The printer driver programs can be loaded into mem- 
ory, before WordStar, to .intercept a new command, :GR, that 
you place in your text, and print a specified graphic at that 
location before resuming text printing. 

Now the bad news: granted, BOARD has all the new fea- 
tures — but its primary function, freehand sketching, is se- 
verely degraded from the old OSBOARD program! How could 
DG/Systems do a thing like this? The answer is that they tried 

(desperately, it seems) to make the Osborne 1, Executive and 
Kaypro versions of BOARD have the same user interface. 
Considering the vast difference in graphics capabilities be- 
tween these machines, they took on too much of a challenge 
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— and failed to deliver a functioning user interface as good as 
the old OSBOARD had. 

OSBOARD took advantage of the fact that the Osborne 1 has 
only 32 graphics characters (plus the same characters under- 
lined or dim), and that Osborne had already mapped them to 
the keyboard in a sensible way. The program has only to read 
a character from the keyboard, zap ASCII bits #6 and #7, and 
poke the resulting code into a screen location. The graphics 
characters fall into place naturally on the keyboard so that 
QWEDCXZA, for example, draws a Square-cornered box. 

If you didn’t understand that, take my word for it that 
Osborne — not DG/Systems — chose the graphics codes the 
way they did just so that a program like OSBOARD would be 
easy to write AND USE. (If you did understand it and want 
more details, see the graphics listing in your Osborne 1 man- 
ual at the start of “ASCII Character codes” in the section ‘‘Ta- 
bles and Specifications”). DG/Systems simply followed the 
path Osborne had laid out for them, and gave us a program we 
could all use. 

With REMBRANDT the situation has changed. DG/Systems 
(which has now changed its name to Spectre Technologies) 
obviously wants the Kaypro market as well, and in fact in- 
troduced REMBRANDT there long before adapting it to the 
Osborne 1. Nothing wrong with that! But the Kaypro offers 
More graphics characters than there are keys on the key- 
board. Spectre solved that by mapping just a few graphics 
shapes at a time onto just the NUMBER PAD — totally ignoring 
the main keyboard — and providing a way for the user to re- 
map it at will. 

The result is that you can now work with no more than TEN 
graphics characters at a time! And this ‘‘solution” has been 
imposed back on the Osborne 1 version of REMBRANDT, even 
though graphics files produced by REMBRANDT on the two 
machines aren't compatible, and Osborne owners don’t have 
the Kaypro’s ‘‘problem’’! 

Why spoil a good thing? There’s no inherent programming 
reason why the old keyboard mapping couldn’t have been re- 
tained — the main keyboard isn’t used in the graphics mode 
at all and goes totally dead. It can’t have been done to keep the 
program small — it takes very few bytes of program to mask 
Out two bits from a letter to make it into a graphic. So why did 
Spectre turn a user-friendly package into an unusable 
mishmash? 

The real reasons, | suspect, are purely commercial and for 
Spectre’s own convenience. First, it allows them to ship 
Osborne owners the Kaypro version of the ‘‘new typeset man- 
ual” (with a 5-page “READ.ME”’ file on the disk explaining 
how and why the Osborne version doesn’t match the manual). 
Secondly, it cuts down on the amount of expertise Spectre 
must keep in-house to support users. Good commercial, bot- 
tom-line reasons (they’d go down well at IBM) but not what 
we've come to expect from DG/Systems in the past. Maybe the 
name change signifies a change in customer orientation as 
well. 

There are other, less important shortcomings. Although 
BRIEF lets you pre-program a point where slides will stop 
changing, you can’t stop it from the keyboard during a show. 
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This makes it useless for classroom situations where ques- 
tions may be asked. The only solution is to make all slides 
freeze until manually advanced. The ‘‘easier-to-use menus” 
are inconsistent — some are accessed through control keys, 
some by the ESC key, and some by cursor movements from 
other menus. Foolproof controls like “A for alpha mode and ~G 
for graphics have been replaced by toggles: ~G now toggles 
between those two states, but since there’s no longer any way 
to see which mode you're in while actually drawing (you must 
now call in a menu to see that) you frequently end up in the 
wrong mode. 

Should you buy this package? If you have the original 
OSBOARD/OSGRAPH/OSBRIEF — and especially if you use 
mainly the OSGRAPH part — the answer is probably NO. If you 
don’t already have it — shop around; a discounted copy of the 
old package would be a much better buy than a full-price copy 
of the new one. If you plan mainly to use the BOARD program 
— then | don’t know what to advise. The old OSBOARD was 
not as powerful, but much easier to use for just drawing. The 
new BOARD is clumsy and frustrating for drawing, but once 
you manage to get something started, the block commands 
help with repetitive detail. : 

Perhaps we can send a ‘“‘ghost-buster” over to Spectre 
Technologies and get the old, helpful DG/Systems to come up 
with a REMBRANDT-2 that has the best features of both 
OSBOARD and BOARD optimized for the Osborne 1.

REMBRANDT Review Reply 
by David P. Grenewetzki 
President, Spectre Technologies, Inc. 


Thanks for the opportunity to respond Alan Chattaway’s re- 
view. We're surprised at Mr. Chattaway’s reaction to REM- 
BRANDT and his charge that we’ve changed our “orientation” 
away from being responsive to our customers. 

On the contrary, REMBRANDT is a major upgrade of the 
Original releases of OSBOARD, OSGRAPH and OSBRIEF and 
virtually all of the new features included in REMBRANDT are 
the result of customer input. Furthermore, the terms of our up- 
grade offers have been universally praised by our customers. 
In an era when many Osborne software developers have dis- 
appeared from the map — we are expanding our product line 
and are offering a major upgrade to our customers at a price 
that “rewards” them for their loyalty. This isn’t a company 
that doesn’t care about its customers. 

In the next few paragraphs I'd like to directly respond to the 
points made by Mr. Chattaway. 

The ability to suppress redundant zeros from the GRAPH 
output screens, although considered minor by Mr. Chattaway, 
was the second “most requested” feature suggested by 
OSGRAPH users. 

Mr. Chattaway complains that the BRIEF program Is identi- 
Cal to OSBRIEF except for the ‘“‘wait for keyboard entry” com- 
mand. This is incorrect on two counts. First, the original 
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OSBRIEF program DID contain the ‘wait for keyboard entry” 
mode. Secondly, Mr. Chattaway faults BRIEF for not having 
the ability to pause a slide show at any point — this again is 
incorrect. The manual clearly states (on page 4.2) that hitting 
“P (control P) (for Pause) will halt the current presentation un- 
til any other key is depressed. 

Although Mr. Chattaway dismisses the word processor in- 
tegration capabilities in a single sentence, this was the most 
requested feature by a wide, wide margin. In cooperation with 
Tom Vyse at Cl SOFTWARE, we came up with an approach that 
allows graphics and text to be intermixed using ANY word 
processor. The result is a new printer driver that’s very easy 
to use and is not dependent on which word processor (or 
which version number) is being used by the REMBRANDT 
owner. With this feature, REMBRANDT now has the ability to 
bring the power of the 16-bit integrated software packages to 
the 8-bit world at reasonable prices. Now you can take 
spreadsheet data from SuperCalc or data base information 
from dBASE, produce charts or graphs and then have these 
graphics integrated into your word processed documents. 

Mr. Chattaway’s main bone of contention with the REM- 
BRANDT upgrade seems to be with the way we chose to imple- 
ment the graphics keys mapping. He claims that we made the 
change based on “good commercial, bottom-line reasons” 
and then implies that there is something inherently wrong with 
an approach influenced by commercial concerns. In a time 
when both hardware and software companies are falling into 
oblivion at an ever increasing rate, we're a bit surprised that 
we're being criticized for making business decisions based on 
bottom-line concerns. In actuality, the change in keyboard 
mapping, in the Osborne 1 version, was made under the influ- 
ence of both technical AND business concerns such as: 


The “programmable numeric keypad” approach had 
been used in the Executive version of OSBOARD and the 
Kaypro REMBRANDT since their initial releases and 
customer feedback was very positive. 


The new block commands (which allow rectangular 
regions to be filled with any graphics character, out- 
lined, moved, copied and cleared), and the new circle 
and line drawing modes have added so much graphics 
power to the drawing board program that detailed char- 
acter twiddling is almost never required. The new box 
drawing command eliminates the need to search the 
keyboard for the eight different characters required to 
draw a simple box — a box may be drawn around any 
rectangular region with just a few keystrokes. When 
direct access to the individual graphics characters is 
desired, the user can assign up to ten graphics char- 
acters to the numeric keys in the manner that is most 
convenient for his specific use. 


The vast number of new commands added to the 
drawing board program use almost every alphanumeric 
key as a command key (in fact, only the letters Q, T, V 
and Y are unused). The assignment of the graphics 
characters to the numeric keypad avoids confusion and 
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makes the program easier to use. The lack of available 
command keys in REMBRANDT is also the reason that a 
number of the original commands are now toggle 
commands. ' 


The fact that the REMBRANDT program now has a 
user interface that’s consistent across a number of 
computers (Osborne 1, Osborne Executive, Osborne 
Vixen and Kaypro and soon for Heath/Zenith, Morrow, 
Systel and selected Radio Shack models) is important to 
both us and our user base. Now that there’s a large 
community using virtually the same program, it more 
“commercially feasible” for us to support the program 
in the future with additional upgrades since the devel- 
opment costs can be spread over a larger base. The 
alternative to this would be maintaining four separate 
and costly development efforts which would result in 
fewer and less extensive program upgrades. Secondly, 
with the common interface we can afford to upgrade our 
documentation as well. In the case of REMBRANDT, we 
moved from Xeroxed sheets sealed in a baggie to a cus- 
tom IBM style binder surrounding a much improved 
typeset manual. 


Should you buy REMBRANDT (or upgrade from OSBOARD 
and OSGRAPH)? We obviously think so. Even though we think 
that our products speak for themselves, we'd like to let you 
hear what a number of reviewers have already said about 
REMBRANDT:

I’m glad to hear that Spectre remains user-oriented. They 
are also to be commended for supporting such a wide selec- 
tion of orphan computers, near-orphans and others not in to- 
day’s mainstream. One purpose of reviews is to provide 
manufacturers with some feedback, so I’m glad Spectre is 
listening. . : 

| stand corrected on one point: | misunderstood the list of 
“new features” in Spectre’s FOGHORN advertisement, and 
thought it was “wait for keyboard” that was the new feature of 
BRIEF. Actually it was ‘‘pause”’ that was new, but their manual 
dismisses this great improvement in a single sentence (!). 

| did not “dismiss” BOARD’s new features; | spent a para- 
graph saying it indeed has the features advertised. Spectre 
wishes | had said more about their new integration of REM- 
BRANDT with WordStar. This is a great technical feat, but its 
value for me is limited because REMBRANDT’s printed graph- 
ics are simply screen dumps. Therefore, pie and X-Y graphs 
printed by REMBRANDT on an Osborne 1 use chunky block 
graphics | consider unacceptable for business presentations, 
since matrix printers are capable of much better, bit-mapped 
printout. For example, ReportMaker prints pie and X-Y graphs 
superior to those from any version of REMBRANDT, and in- 
tegrates them with WordStar or other ASCII files. On the other 
hand, ReportMaker never displays its output on-screen; now if 
only REMBRANDT could produce those super bit-mapped 
printouts from its graph data files, THAT would be a winner... 

On character twiddling: if the box-drawing command re- 
places manual drawing of boxes, why did Spectre choose the 
8 box-drawing characters to be the default assignments for 
the number-pad keys? 

It’s an old question whether a clunky user interface that 
works on all machines is better than a streamlined one op- 
timized for a specific machine. Regarding WordStar, | prefer 
the universal interface; regarding REMBRANDT, I’m not so 
sure . . . One key difference is that all WordStars produce 
compatible text files, whereas REMBRANDT’s graphics files 
are incompatible from one machine to the next; a graphic 
saved on a Kaypro or Vixen can’t be edited (presumably, not 
even printed!) by the Osborne 1 version of REMBRANDT. 

Had the reviewers cited by Spectre ever tried OSBOARD? 
Were they reviewing the superior Kaypro version of REM- 
BRANDT? As | said, REMBRANDT is at least as good overall 
as OSBOARD/GRAPH/BRIEF, and that’s pretty good; but | 
hope REMBRANDT-II for the Osborne 1 has a command to tog- 
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gle on Osborne's original keyboard mapping of ALL graphics 
characters, and bit-mapped printout of graphs. Meanwhile, | 
stand by my main conclusion that OSBOARD was a much bet-

EasyFlow from 


HaventTree Software 
by Frank R. Dunaway, Jr. 


If you have need to document a process — any process, not 
necessarily a computer program — here is a useful tool to 
help you do the job. You will have to be able to diagram the 
process in a rough sketch and then instruct EasyFlow as to 
where you want the “shapes” (boxes, diamonds, ovals, etc.) 
* and how you want the arrows to connect them. Some other, 
more sophisticated, flow charting programs will accept pro- 
gram coding as input and will ‘interpret’ a chart from the 
coding. EasyFlow doesn’t do this. 

For this very reason, however, it is more versatile and | can 
see a number of other uses, such as in generating concise 
organization charts. The author of EasyFlow says that it 
wasn’t designed to do organization charts and if | want to try 
them, it’s my party. | will, but as the author says, ‘‘If EasyFlow 
doesn’t do them, that’s tough!” 

What, you say, is the need for a program to do the chart if 
you must draw the chart before you can get the printer to draw 
the chart? Well, | often find that just when | finish drawing a 
chart, | see a place where | left out a box. Then, | have to do the 
whole job over or — at minimum — cut, paste, and redraw 
some lines and boxes. EasyFlow lets me insert that box where 
| want it or delete a box | don’t want. It reprints the chart 
quickly with little fuss. 

The concept of EasyFlow is simple. Consider your page to 
be divided into a grid of five columns and 11 rows. Each of 
these cells can house a shape. The user decides on locations 
for the shapes and how they are to be connected. Then, using 
a text editor, the user writes a command list that guides 
EasyFlow in preparing the chart. 

The user can choose any of 18 standard shapes provided 
with EasyFlow. If these aren’t sufficient, the user can design 
others. Once the user writes the command file, there are three 
choices of output: to the console, to the printer or by default, to 
a disk file. Disk file output is ASCII and thus can be printed by 
a print utility program. 

EasyFlow is well documented. The 110 page manual is 
complete and well written. Error messages (there are 58 dif- 
ferent messages) are descriptive enough that the user can of- 
ten correct the problem without referring to the manual. The 
problem associated with each message is further discussed in 
detail in the manual. The manual has a good table of contents 
and a key-word-in-context index. 

There are some limitations with EasyFlow. It is nearly 
impossible to get the full 5 by 11 grid onto an ordinary 8 1/2 
by 11 page. My matrix printer will do the 5 wide in the com- 
pressed (17 cpi) type face and vertically it will handle up to 8 
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rows. However, the characters are so high that spacing any 
closer than 8 lines per inch causes them to overlap. With my 
daisy wheel printer, | can get four columns and 9 or 10 rows. | 
use a 15 cpi “mini Gothic” wheel and 9.6 lines per inch verti- 
cal spacing. This gives crisp, readable legends in the shapes 
and makes a very professional looking chart. If you must have 
the 5 by 11 grid, then you must use larger paper. 

One other problem | have encountered has to do with direct- 
ing arrows out of a shape. A shape may have arrows coming in 
from a number of directions that enter a single side of the 
shape. However, the shape cannot have more than one arrow 
exiting any one side (e.g. you might want to be able to show 
multiple output reports from a process). This can be overcome 
by fooling EasyFlow — causing the arrows to come INTO the 
shape FROM the desired “output.” This scheme requires 
correction fluid over the arrowheads and hand entering new 
arrowheads to show proper flow direction. Another method in- 
volves inserting a blank shape (a “NULL”) in the flow line and 
having the NULL provide as many as three arrows from a sin- 
gle point to the output shapes. 

All in all, EasyFlow does the job for which | purchased it. 
The price is reasonable; the documentation good; the service 
from HavenTree is excellent. | got immediate shipment of my 
phone order and HavenTree accepted my credit card. A later 
phone call to Cam Farnell regarding the multiple arrow prob- 
lem described above was handled quickly and well. 

For me, EasyFlow is properly named. It has been very easy 
to learn and easy to use. | got the program on Tuesday and 
was able to have useable flow charts for a client presentation 
by Friday. My hat is off to Cam and HaventTree. Other software 
entrepreneurs can take a lesson from them in the areas of 
quality, price, delivery and service. 

EasyFlow is available for both CP/M and for MS-DOS ma- 
chines. | have been running the CP/M version. The price is

As a teacher, | use SuperCalc to store and calculate my 
grades. | have a file for each of my six classes. Each file looks 
like a page in my regular gradebook with a row for each stu- 
dent and averaged scores in a column on the right side of the 
sheet.

Some WordStar filter programs (to convert WordStar text to 
Straight ASCII characters, delete dot commands, convert 
printer control characters, etc.) were found to screw up when 
rewriting certain WordStar files. Investigation revealed that 
files subject to damage by the filters were files which ended 
without putting a line ending at the end of the file, because the 
filters had been written on the presumption that every line 
including the last line in a file would end with a carriage return 
character and/or a line feed character. 

The following text is a short tour through the WordStar line 
ending zoo. 
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It is indeed possible to end a WordStar file with no carriage 
return/line feed at the tail end. Just type along and leave the 
cursor on the last line when you save the file. WordStar then 
ends the file right there by filling the remainder of the 128 byte 
sector with hex 1A’s. WordStar does not trouble itself to insert 
a line ending if the user leaves it out. 

It is usually a mistake to end a file in the middle of a line. 
However, there are some obscure MailMerge applications 
where the user might want to end one file in the middle of a 
line, so as to be ready to merge with any one of several other 
files which could continue the line. 

For example, some form letters might have a different clos- 
ing depending on how much the customer owed, how many 
previous dunning letters he had been sent, etc. So the same 
paragraph of text might end with two different sentences, 
“Please give this your earliest attention” or ‘If we don’t hear 
from you in one week this matter will be referred to our 
lawyers.” 

In 99 per cent of the cases, WordStar files should end with 
ASCIl carriage return/line feeds (OD and 0A hex) put there by 
the user hitting the RETURN key as the final act before saving 
a file. In fact, the user would be well-advised to fix his file if 
otherwise. Anybody who doesn’t end with OD OA should re- 
alize that he is going out of his way to do something excep- 
tional and should make his own arrangements for filtering, 
etc. 

Here is a little catalogue of WordStar line endings: 


8D 0A -- put on by WordStar itself when line is formed by a 
“wordwrap” operation. WordStar then “knows” that 
this line ending can be taken out and changed as nec- 
essary when text is reformed during editing. 8D OA is 
the most common line ending in WordStar files pro- 
duced in ‘‘document” mode. 

OD 0A -- put on by user, when he strikes the RETURN key on 
his keyboard, usually put at end of paragraph and 
known as the “‘hard” line ending. 

8D 8A -- put on by WordStar when auto-forming a line which 
happens to be the last line on a document “page.” 
(Usually the 55th line of text in the document mode.) 
WordStar knows that this one is subject to change if 
more text is inserted during editing and the page end- 
ing and/or line ending falls in a different place when 
text is reformed. 

OD 8A -- put on by WordStar when a page break is forced by 
dot command. Also occurs in the rare instance that the 
user hits the RETURN key and forces a line end just 
when WordStar is ready to mark a page break. In that 
case if text is edited and reformed, WordStar would 
“know” to hold the line ending as permanent but would 
convert the line ending to a OD OA if the page break 
falls out differently. 


If WordStar is used in the “non-document” mode (as for 
writing programs) the user puts in all his own line endings by 
hitting the RETURN key and WordStar does not put in any 8D’s 
or 8A’s. In other words, the ‘‘non-document” mode produces 
Straight ASCII files. Whether this mode is an improvement or a 
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crippling effect depends on your particular application or per- 
sonal viewpoint. 

Some people, myself included, have been known to screw 
up a file which is supposed to be straight ASCII (such as a pro- 
gram) by mistakenly editing it in WordStar’s document mode. 
That induces the weird line endings and creates bugs in many 
cases. That has been enough to make some programmers 


swear off WordStar for life. 
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Customize ALIENS Version 1.1

ALIENS11.COM is a patchable version of the original 
ALIENS game written in BDS C which can be used on most 
systems with a 24 X 80 terminal. This version does its console 
1/0 through calls to BIOS instead of through direct port |/0 
and therefore can be used with most ported and memory 
mapped consoles. There are four strings and two other loca- 
tions that must be patched for a particular configuration. Up 
to ten bytes are reserved for each string. 


Cursor Positioning String: 

This string starts at location 381DH, must be null termi- 
nated, and allows for up to ten bytes including the null. At the 
position in this string that the row position is to be located, put 
an FF hex. At the position in the string that the column is to be 
located, put an FE hex. This allows for the row and column to 
be located anywhere in the cursor positioning string and in 
any order. 


Example: (For a Heath/Zenith Z-19) 


1B ;Escape character 
59 vy’ 

FF ;Position for row 

FE :Position for column 
00 :String terminator 


For many terminals, the row and column values require a 
bias to be added to them in the cursor positioning string. 
These values are located at 3845H and 3846H respectively.

Cursor ON, Cursor OFF, and Clear Screen Strings: 

If your terminal allows turning the cursor on and off and al- 
lows the clear screen function, these strings should be 
patched as with the cursor addressing string. Don't forget to 
terminate the string with a null (zero). If your terminal does not 
support one or more of these functions, these strings should 
be set to nulls.

Fly The WordStar Flags 
by Arto Kytohonka 


The dim flags on the right side of your 80-column screen 
can easily be turned to bright. You just have to change the 7th 
bit of the flag character (the bits of a byte are counted 0 to 7) 
from 0 to 1 (i.e. you give the character its high bit value, or you 
add 80h to the normal ASCII value). 

It’s easier done than told. 

On the Osborne 1, you can see the flags at the left margin by 
making the screen wider — the value at address WID should 
be about 80h. | doubt that you can convert the flags to bright. 
[That must be on an original 0-1, | have two O-1s, one with the 
OCC 80 col. and the other with the Nuevo 80 col. system. They 
both have the flags on the right; the OCC has dim flags and the 
Nuevo has bright flags. David]

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Data Entry Deceit 

Nothing is duller than data entry. Here are ways to escape it 
by bringing into dBASE previously word processed lists. To 
prepare a list which we will call TEXTFILE.TXT: 


1) Format it to look like one of the following examples if it does 
not already. Each line is a record. There must be a hard car- 
riage return at the end of each line. 

2) If the textfile is document mode, it must be stripped of high 
order bits (to eliminate soft Os, print controls and hy- 
phens) by PIP’s [Z] parameter. (PIP NEWFILE = OLDFILE[Z)) 
PCers can use the stripping method in P€ World, March ‘85, 


3) If all capitals are desired, also use the [U] parameter. (PIP 
NEWFILE = OLDFILE[ZU)) 


Next CREATE a dBASE file with a hospitable structure. We 
will take the most conservative approach. Length of fields 
should match the number of letters in the longest word in a 
field (one column in the list) plus spaces needed to bring 
cursor to first letter of next field. The number of fields should 
match the number of columns. When data is safely into 
dBASE, you can use a COPY of your data base to add and sub- 
tract fields and change field lengths.

Creating a Reference 


List with WordStar 
by John Becker 


If you want, you can buy a program for $150 or more to help 
you create reference lists when writing articles, papers, the- 
ses, dissertations, or other documents which require ref- 
erences in the text and a reference list or bibliography at the 
end. Or you can use tools you already have available in 
WordStar. 

Let’s assume you're writing a paper which references other 
works by Smith, Jones, Brown, and Black. When you come to 
the appropriate spot in your text, you make your citation in the 
proper form, .e.g. “(Smith, 1983).” Then hit the carriage re- 
turn and reset your margins, if necessary. Enter “KB and then 
your full citation, as it should appear in the reference list. Then 
enter “KK and you have your citation blocked. Then use “KW 
to write that citation to a file named “‘bib.smi” for ‘“Bibliog- 
raphy, Smith’. “KY then erases the full citation from your text. 
Return to the original margins and continue with your text. Re- 
peat the process when you come to the citation for Jones, ex- 
cept, of course, that you name the new file that you will write 
to: “bib.jon.” The Brown reference becomes “‘bib.bro” and 
the Black reference is “‘bib.bla.”’ (You could use any type of file 
naming system that makes sense, such as “Brown.bib,” 
“Black.bib,” “Jones.bib,” and “Smith.bib.”” However, using 
the “bib.bro” format will place your references apace to 
each other in the file directory.) 

Now you’re done with your article and you want to compile 
your reference list. If the article is short you may want to do 
that at the end of the article file. Or you may want a separate 
file for the references. Let's assume the latter. Save your file 
and open a new one named — imaginatively enough — ‘‘ref.” 
Use “KF to display the directory of the disk, which has auto- 
matically alphabetized your list of references as bib.bla, 
bib.bro, bib.jon, bib.smi. Now use “KR to read those files in al- 
phabetical or any other order you want. Your reference list is 
complete. 

This method proliferates files. You may, of course, combine 
a few files if you start running out of disk space because of the 
multiple files. 

The only problem that remains now is figuring out how to 
spend the $150 you saved by not buying that extra program. 
To avoid typo’s and genuine misspellings in your article, | 
suggest you use $49.95 for the “SPELL” program by Software 
Toolworks. | think it’s superior to SpellStar, and | haven’t been 
bothered by the features of which Mr. Larsen (FOGHORN, 4-85, 
p. 14) complained. You'll just have to decide for yourself how 
to spend the remaining $100.05.

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DBASE II File Conversion 
by Mark Sevi 


| had intended to cover other subjects with this month’s 
column but because of circumstances, | could not. The date 
conversion routines and responses to the letters that mem- 
bers have sent will have to wait. 

Instead !’m going to cover converting ASCII files to dBASE 
files and dBASE files to ASCII files. This information has been 
published before, | think, but many people haven’t seen it. 

A dBASE II file is unreadable using a text processor like 
WordStar or New Word. dBASE il has a very simple way to 
convert a DBF file into ASCII form that can be read and modi- 
fied by a text processor. | used this function quite a bit when | 
was preparing a statement of loss for my business’s insur- 
ance company. | used dBASE Il to input the data and sort it, 
then | transferred the file to WordStar to make a nice document 
with page numbers, etc. to present to the insurance company. 
Worked beautifully. 

Another use for file conversion is wanting to use a data 
base file with a program like SuperCalc. The two file formats 
are not compatible unless you use the dBASE file conversion 
to turn the data base file into an ASCII file and then use the 
SuperCalc file conversion to turn the ASCII file into a file that 
SuperCalc can read. 

For our purposes we'll use the file below.

There are two commands in dBASE II to use for file conver- 
sion. Each one gives different results and depending on the 
options picked, you can custom tailor your output file to al- 
most any form. 

The SDF (System Data Format) uses no options on the com- 
mand tail. It is mainly used to convert a data base file into a 
nice neat file that a text processor can use. 

The syntax is: 


USE a:debt.dbf 
COPY TO a:debt. txt SDF 


DBASE will copy all the records in DEBT.DBF to a new, text 
file called DEBT.TXT. If you do not specify a file extender, 
dBASE II will provide the extension TXT. DEBT.TXT is dis- 
played below.

As you can see, all the leading and trailing blanks have 
been retained. DBASE just took the file, spaces and all, and 
made it an ASCII file. You could now work with this data using 
WordStar or use the TYPE command in CP/M to print this file 
out to the screen or printer — fast. This is the type of thing 
that | used, to make a nice, neat report to my insurance com- 
pany. Only one thing makes this a less than perfect way to 
transfer information. 

If the fields are filled to capacity, the ending data from one 
field and the beginning data from the next field will be butted 
together, without any space between them. You can see this in 
the first record where the CONTACT and PHONE fields have no 
space between them and between all the OWES and TYPE 
fields. 

The second method of file conversion is the DELIMITED 
command with or without options. The option of the delimiter 
is offered by this command. A delimiter is a marker to tell the 
conversion routine that here ends a field and starts another 
one. We'll cover each option and show the different results. 


USE a: debt .dbf 

COPY TO a:debt. txt DELIMITED 
“ABC Resume Svc’, Samantha’ ,'7145551122°, 150.55, °C’

The file that has been converted using the DELIMITED com- 
mand is not as neat as the file created using the SDF com- 
mand. The trailing blanks have all been stripped off and only 
data is carried forward into the ASCIl file. Leading blanks will 
always be retained but trailing blanks are not considered as 
data. This type of file would normally not be used with 
WordStar but rather would be created for use with MBASIC or 
DataStar. What we have is a file that was created by one soft- 
ware program but can be shared by a completely different 
software program. If you know what the software uses to de- 
limit or separate the fields of a file, you can create a compati- 
ble file with dBASE II. 

Looking at the ASCII data we can see that the character 
fields have been enclosed in single quotes as well as being 
Separated by commas. There is a good reason for this. 
SuperCalc apparently has trouble distinguishing between a 
field that is pure numeric (12345) and a field that has both al- 
pha and numeric data, like a street address (12345 Main 
Street). Using this form of the DELIMITED command without 
any specifiers helps SuperCalc out tremendously. The single 
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quotes around the character or alphanumeric data tells 
SuperCalc that this field is not numeric, even though it con- 
tains numeric data. If this form of DELIMITED is NOT used, 
SuperCalc creates an ‘invisible entry’ when the file is con- 
verted by the SuperCalc file conversion routine, SDI.COM. 

The command DELIMITED has options that can be added to 
command tail, as discussed before. All but one of these op- 
tions produces similar results. Using the following syntax pro- 
duces a TXT file that looks like the one below. 


USE a:debt. dbf 

COPY TO a:debt. txt DELIMITED WITH / 

/ABC Resume Svc/,/Samantha/ ,/7145551122/,

The differences in this file are apparent. | don’t know of any 
reason why you would want to use a backslash to delimited a 
file but there may be an application somewhere. The more 
important lesson here is that any character following the word 
WITH will be used as a delimiter. If you know how your ap- 
plication program delimits its files, dBASE {1 can be used to 
Create a similar type file. 

The last use of the DELIMITED command we'll cover cre- 
ates a file with no delimiters except for commas. This form of 
the DELIMITED command also strips LEADING blanks from 
numeric fields. It will not strip leading blanks from alphanu- 
meric fields.

Now that we've covered dBASE to TXT file conversion, the 
next step is to bring a TXT file back into a dBASE file. This is a 
simple procedure but it does require some foreknowledge of 
the dBASE II file structure that will hold the incoming data. If 
the structure of the dBASE file is somehow incompatible with 
the incoming data, the results will not be what you want. To be 
on the safe side, estimating a field larger will cause less prob- 
lems than estimating a field smaller. Let’s look at the text file 
below created using WordStar in the non-document mode. It 
has the extension MRG because it is a MAILMERGE file that 
would be used to generate the data for form letter.

The data between each comma would require a field large 
enough to hold it. You must determine the type of field and the 
size. The name of the field isn’t important except to you — 
dBASE II doesn’t care. 
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To make the file conversion go a little smoother let’s take 
the file and make it easier to determine how large each field 
should be by stretching a field out to the size of the largest 
data in that field.

I've added trailing blanks to the first field to make them all the 
same size. We can see that the largest data in the first field is 
record 2, Wells Fargo Bank. If we made the first field in our 
receiving data base smaller than 16 characters, the data would 
be chopped off when we load the MRG into the DBF file. You don’t 
have to add trailing blanks like | did — Just make sure the field is 
large enough for the largest data that will be incoming. 

Our first field will be a (C)haracter field and will be a length of 
16. We'll call it NAME. We could make this field 20 long or 50 
long, as long as it is a minimum of 16. Each field has to be exam- 
ined and the size AND type determined. Following this sage ad- 
vise, we will create an empty DBF file with the following 
structure:

I've made the fields STREET, CITY, and ACNT:NUM slightly 
larger than necessary because | may want the extra room in the 
future. When the data is added from the MRG file, dBASE II will 
add trailing blanks to make up the differences in the size of the 
data and the field length. 

We CREATE the receiving DBF file in dBASE II, leaving it an 
empty file until the APPEND operation. It doesn’t matter, really, if 
the DBF is empty or has 500 records when we do the APPEND 
from the MRG file — dBASE I! will tack on these records to the 
end of the file. The syntax for the APPEND operation is: 


USE a: account.dbf (the receiving file) 
APPEND FROM a: account. .mrg DELIMITED 
00005 RECORDS ADDED 


The 00005 RECORDS ADDED is the resulting dialog from 
GBASE II telling us the append resulted in x number of records 
being added to the data base. Because of horizontal space limita- 
tions, | can only show part of the data, as it appears in the DBF 
file.

The trailing spaces were added to each field to fill up any 
space where the data was smaller than the field size. 

It doesn’t matter what the ASCII file was delimited with, the 
only command necessary for the APPEND operation is APPEND 
FROM <filename.ext> DELIMITED. DBASE II will strip the 
delimiters from the incoming data. 

One more application that bears discussion is the transfer of 
data from one data base to another data base that has different 
field names. 

We have a DBF file with the following structure:

Using the SDF function we can first transfer the data from 
ACCOUNT1.DBF to a TXT file and then APPEND this data from 
the TXT file.

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The file ACCOUNT2.DBF will now have the data from 
ACCOUNT1.DBF as well as the data that was already there in 
ACCOUNT2.DBF. Using the SDF function, you can almost always 
transfer data from one DBF file to another with ease. If you need 
to extensively change the structure of a data base, using the SDF 
function instead of the MODIFY STRUCTURE command can 
sometimes make things a bit easier. Just create a new DBF file, 
empty of data, copy the old data from the original data base to a 
TXT file and APPEND from the TXT file using the SDF function. 

| can’t possibly discuss all the uses of the SDF and DELIM- 
ITED functions. Experimentation is the best way to find out what 

the limits of any software are. I’ve done some strange things 
using the SDF function like appending alphanumeric data into a 
pure numeric field, etc. Although | haven’t stumbled onto any- 
thing great, the experimenting has taught me the limits of these 
functions. Learning by doing is the best way | know to discover 
how something works. 

I'd like to thank those people who wrote with a problem, tips, 
or suggestions for future columns. One of those letters suggested 
an article on file conversion and since | ran into trouble with the 
articles | had intended to write, the suggestion was very timely. 
My thanks also to Ashton-Tate software support — You people 
have always been a great source of information and always been 
willing to help. 

One more comment and I’m done. Knowing something and 
conveying that information are two different things. | can usually 
do a pretty good job when | am face to face with people but I’m 
not sure if my information is getting thru to you. If! am not doing 
the job | think | am, could you please write and let me know. | can 
take it — | have thick skin and really, | don’t have to read your 
letters if they get too nasty. My trash can is the 55 gallon size and 
can hold a lot of paper so get your crayons out and send me some 
comments. Write c/o the FOG office for now till | decide to face 
the post office again and get a P.O. Box. 


P.S. Some people may misunderstand at my use of the word 
function to describe the SDF and DELIMIT commands. In a strict 
sense of the word, SDF and DELIMIT are neither a command or a 
function but rather command tail options for the commands 
COPY TO and APPEND FROM. | use the word function to freely 


describe these options. 
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Televideo Library Notes

No Televideo notes appeared for the last couple of months 
because (1) submissions have been few, and (2) | was in 
Europe. 

The “computing scene” in Europe seems healthy. Although 
PC’s and PC-clones were in ample supply (Mac’s too) there 
was quite a variety of European designed machines to be seen 
in many shops (no Osbornes though). Computer prices (espe- 
cially U.S. brands) were rather high in the retail shops that | 
visited, even considering the unfavorable (to Europeans) dol- 
lar exchange rate. Most computers have keyboards and char- 
acter generator ROMS altered to reflect the special characters 
used in non-English languages; however, many books dis- 
played in computer stores were written in English (especially 
in Finland). The “computer people” | met were most kind and 
generous with their time for this befuddled traveler. 

This month we have two programs designed to assign val- 
ues to function keys on the Televideo 803/TPC |. Since this 
disk is not yet full, it is being entered into the FOG library as 
FOG/TVI.XXX. 

F.COM, submitted by Tuomo Tenkanen of Finland, will as- 
Sign values to the function keys and also acts as a file rename 
utility. This utility is very simple to use: at the “A>” type F 2 
and your function key values are assigned. To rename a file, at 
the “A>” type F [D:]OLDNAME.EXT NEWNAME.EXT >; where 
D: is the [optional] drive and © is the return key. F.COM will 
respond with a confirmation that the file name has been 
Changed. To change the function key values assigned by 
F.COM it is necessary to use DDT, ZSID, Superzap or similar _ 
utility. (See TELEFUN.DOC). 

Also included is FUN.DIR a text file that you can edit to 
match your key assignments and print to use as a ‘‘template” 
with a TPC |. It shows the current key assignments of F.COM.

Davoudian of France. TFUSA.BAS, written in MBASIC, allows 


eeeveses you to create function key assignment tables under separate 
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file names to be used at different times. (WordStar assign- 
ments, MBASIC assignments, etc.) To use this program, place 
it on a disk with MBASIC and at the “A>” type MBASIC 
TFUSA. Upon exit, the program will return you to the “A>”, if 
you wish to remain in MBASIC, change the “‘system” state- 
ment in line 2320 to ‘end’. This program will also make a 
screen or hard copy listing of the function key assignments 
from a specified file. Another feature of the program will print 
out a ‘‘template” to place by your function keys. (Note: the 
“template” is set up for the TS-803, not the TPC I.) An Epson 
FX-100 printer is assumed, if you have another printer, change 
the printer setup code in line 1950. If you wish to print a “‘tem- 
plate” for the TPC |, you will need to analyze the program and 
rewrite the template printing routine, lines 1920-2080. Com- 
plete documentation for this program is awaiting translation 
into English from French; however, the program is sufficiently 
self prompting that the documentation isn’t absolutely re- 
quired. (Hint: When starting a new function key file, use option 
“C” to “create” each key.) 

Included with TFUSA.BAS is WS.FCT, a sample function 
key assignment file with some useful WordStar function key 


assignments. 
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Michel also submitted TCSETUP-.FIL, a revision of the orig- 
inal TELECALC TCSETUP-FIL. This version puts the Telecalc 
. Status line in reverse video; changes the cursor to blinking 
underline (so you can find it!); puts the Data Pointer in half 
intensity/reverse video; and adds printing enhancements for 
Epson printers. To use, rename the original TCSETUP-FIL on 
your WORKING Telecalc disk (make backups!) to 
TCSETUP.OLD and SWEEP (or PIP) the new TCSETUP.FIL onto 
your working disk. When you start Telecalc, it will use the 


parameters in the new setup file.

The first set was 
given to FOG for release in the FOG library by Flashlite Soft- 
ware (P. 0. Box 2179, Daly City, CA, 94017). These are the pro- 
grams with the name FLASH????.*. To be able to fully use 
these programs, you must have a copy of FLASHPRINT, which 
of course they will be delighted to sell you. However, these 
programs have some exceptional concepts, and just being 
able to look at the .ASM files should give the hackers out there 
some great ideas. 

The two FLASHGEN files, one a com file that can be used 
directly from CP/M and the other the same program in 
MBASIC, allow you to design special characters on the screen 
and send them to either a C. Itoh or Epson printer. Used with 
FLASHPRINT, they will allow insertion of these special char- 
acters in WordStar document files. Please see the three asso- 
ciated DOC files. 

MEAN.ST, MEANAB.ST, and READ. 1ST were submitted by 
Bill Beschorner of Baldwin, Maryland. They are dBASE II com- 
mand files.

Graphics Display 
With dBASE Il, Part 1 
by Tim Snyder 


This is the first of two articles about using dBASE II and 
block graphics characters on the Osborne 1. 

Why fuss with Osborne screen graphics and why with 
dBASE Il, you might ask. You may never want to use the 
graphics characters to dress up the screens in one of your 
programs, but if you do, it’s not very easy to learn about them 
from the Osborne 1 User’s Reference Guide, or even from the 
Technical Manual. The hooks are there, but it’s not intuitively 
obvious to the most casual observer just how to go about get- 
ting them on the screen. DBASE II has some features which 
make putting those elusive characters on the screen rather 
simple. These articles are intended to take you beyond the 
Reference Guide and to help you get started should you ever 
want to use a few block graphics. You may even pick up some- 
thing about programming in dBASE Il. 

Starting in chapter 9 of the Reference Guide you'll find that 
the first 32 ASCII codes represent block graphic characters 
when the video display is in graphics mode. In that same sec- 
tion you will find that you start graphics mode by sending the 
screen the two characters, ESCAPE and g (lower case g). You 
turn off the graphics mode by sending the two characters, ES- 
CAPE and G (upper case G). So to put graphics characters on 
the screen, you send ESC g, then the ASCII codes for the char- 
acters you want, then ESC G. That's all there is to it. 

That sounds simple, but how do you place the characters 
on the screen where you want them and how do you key in the 
ASCII codes needed? DBASE II has two functions that simplify 
the process. The @ xx,yy SAY command allows you to put 
characters at any location on the screen at the coordinates 
xx,yy. The xx corresponds to the line number, which ranges 
from 0 to 32 and yy corresponds to the column number, which 
can be from 0 to 127. Yes, with dBASE II the first line at the top 
is line 0 and the first column at the left, is column 0. Generally 
you should stay away from line 0 since dBASE II uses this line 
to tell you that Insert is on or off. 

The other function that you need is the CHR(arg) function. 
The argument is a decimal number and the function returns 
the corresponding ASCII code. The folks at Osborne forgot to 
put an ASCII equivalency table in their manual, but it is pub- 
lished in an issue of the Portable Companion. You'll also find the 
codes listed in some computer reference books, but for right 
now you won't need to know more than the fact that the deci- 
mal numbers 0 to 31 correspond to ASCII codes when the 
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video display is in normal mode and block graphic characters 
when the video display is in graphics mode. 

Let's put some of this to use. We want to put the video dis- 
play in graphics mode, put up a couple of graphics char- s 
acters, and turn off the graphics mode. Boot dBASE II and at § 
the dot prompt type in: 


MODIFY COMMAND GRAPHICS 


This will start the built-in editor, with which you will construct 
the commands to put a graphic character on the screen. Type 
in the following statements. The lines that begin with an * are 
comments and do not affect the program. You don’t need to 
type them in unless you want to, for reference later:

Save the program with CTRL W (control W). At the dot prompt 
type in:

Rather simple isn’t it? I’m sure you'll find ways to put a few 
graphics characters into your programs. But wait! What are 
the other characters? Page 26 of the Technical Manual shows 
the characters. They are also displayed in a figure on page 42. 
The ones on page 26 don’t look like the ones on page 42, and — } 
the picture on page 42 is cryptic. What we need is a visual 
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index to the characters. Actually the ASCII codes from 96 to 
127 also represent the graphics characters with 2 exceptions, 
which you'll see later. 

The following program puts a border around the screen and 
displays the decimal numbers and corresponding graphics 
characters for numbers 0 to 31 and 96 to 127. Prepare the pro- 
gram as you did before and DO it. The dot prompt will be on a 
line below the screen when the program is finished, but don’t 
worry. You can type in any dBASE command and go on:

Save the program and D0 it. Did you notice that the char- 
acters for 0 and 96 are different and likewise 27 and 123 are 
different? Apparently there are a couple of mistakes in the 
character generator ROM. After you are comfortable with the 
technique, try writing a program that has K go from 0 to 255 
and display the graphics on the screen.

Using the CBIOS and 
ROM Routines to Simplify 


“SHADOW AREA” Access 
by Zeke Miller 


Part 1: 

| have been browsing around in a few programs, of late, that 
have been doing some unnecessary work. Many programs 
that directly access the serial port have some code that has to 
be relocated above the “SHADOW AREA”. This is really very 
awkward and unnecessary. There are very few functions that 
the Osborne 1 has to offer that require relocation above the 
“SHADOW AREA”. That’s right. You don’t have to relocate any 


> 
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code to access the ROM or any of the 1/0 ports. Of course 
there are a few secrets that you must know. 

When Osborne put it’s marvelous machine together and 
had the CBIOS written, they added some BIOS extension calls. 
Some of these are documented in the users manual, the IEEE 
interface extensions. But there are several (extensions) more 
that allow the user to access the ROM RESIDENT routines and 
the serial port without relocation of any code or switching 
memory banks. These are ROM JUMPS or ROM CALLS that are 
like ‘sky hooks” that you can use in programs of your own. 

In assembly language this is easily done with the following 
setup: 


JMPROM: push h ;save incoming HL regs 


lda BIOSPG ;BIOSPG = 0002H this is 
;where the BIOS page location 
:1s found (this makes it

This routine makes the CBIOS jump to ROM for the routine 
you desire. But now we need to know how to tell the ROMJMP 
routine in CBIOS which routine it is we desire. 

For an example lets dim a character on the screen. To do 
this we want to call the routine STODIM in ROM. ROMJMP re- 
quires the ROM call address be located in the DE registers. 
The STODIM jump routine is located at 015DH in ROM. The 
routine STODIM will set/reset the character attribute bit of the 
character addressed by the HL. The value in the B register will 
determine whether we DIM or BRIGHTen the character. So to 
dim a character we might do this: 


lxi h,CHARADD ;put character screen address in HL 
call DIM ;Call the dim routine

DIM: mvi b,07fH ;put dim code in B reg 
lxt d,STODIM :STODIM = 015DH call

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To dim/bright a string of characters, repeated calls to 
BRIGHT or DIM with different addresses in HL would be 
required. 

Another popular call would be to send a control code to the 
modem port, for dialing the CTS modem or taking the line off 
hook, etc. This is even less difficult in languages like ‘“C” or 
Pascal that have BIOS calls implemented. BIOS call 32 will 
write to the serial port control register and BIOS call 33 will 
read the status register. 

These routines might look like this:In C: 


bios(32, 0x56) /* 0x56 = OFFHOOK */ 
bios(32,0x16) /* 0x16 = ONHOOK */

If you're like me, your collection of disks for Ozzy has grown 
to enormous size (| have over 200 disks for my Executive, and 
my wife has another 50 for her 0-1). Now and then, we have 
need of a empty, formatted disk. A disk catalog program 
(CAT.COM) can make finding an empty disk fairly easy if you 
Create a file named “BLANK” when you create the zero-length 
identification file right after formatting the disk. When the 
master catalog is updated, BLANK will be added. After you 
have a significant volume of data on the disk, simply erase 
BLANK, update your master catalog, and BLANK will 
disappear. 

| havea time-stamped directory on each of my disks, since | 
like to back-up key files without changing the file name. 
(Sorry, 0-1 owners, but the 0-1 doesn’t time stamp). When | 
revise a file, | want to be sure that | have the “‘latest edition” 
without opening each file on various disks. Typing DIR 
B:[FULL] lets me see the date and time stamped in the disk 
directory. 

However, setting up a time-stamped directory on each disk 
can be a time-consuming task. Also, since | buy disks in bulk, 
months usually pass between the time that | set up the direc- 
tories on batches of new disks. During the intervening 
months, | often forget the details of setting up the directories, 
and have to review the instructions before starting. Finally, | 
hit upon an easier way. 

| created a submit file (NEWDISK.SUB) which contains all of 
the commands necessary to: 


1. Create a zero-length identification file. 

2. Create a file named BLANK that will be listed in my master 
Catalog. ) 

3. Set up the disk directory to accept time stamps. 

4. Turn the CREATE time stamp on. 

5. Turn the UPDATE time stamp on. 

6. Check the new disk directory to ensure that the task has 
been completed successfully.

For those of you who are not familiar with SUBMIT, the $1 
indicates a string that the user enters on the command line. In 
this case, you should enter a three-digit number (the identi- 
fication number of your new disk) after the command SUBMIT 
NEWDISK. 


Sample Session

First, format each new disk (I like to format all my new disks at 
one time and | usually buy them in lots of ten or more). Next, 
place the disk containing SUBMIT.COM, INITDIR.COM, 
SET.COM, PIP.COM, NEWDISK.SUB, and the identification file 
in drive A. Then place each new disk (one at a time, of course) 
in drive B.

1. Errors in the WordStar Manual 

Someone inquired in these pages all the way from Seoul 
about some DOT commands listed in the WordStar section of 
the Executive Reference Guide which do not work; .RM and 
.LM. They are listed there in error, MicroPro wrote me, and just 
do not work in WordStar 3.3. 

There is another error, as well, in the section on Conditional 
Commands (.IF, .EX, and .EF), on pg. 81 of the Guide. It states: 
‘A /B placed after the GOTO in a conditional command causes 
MailMerge to search backwards through the file for the end- 
of-file command .EF.” That would indeed be a handy device 
for speeding up the use of these commands with long data 
files, but yet another query to MicroPro brought the response 
that the Guide was, again, misguided. 


2. Tips on Personal Pearl 
A Caution on using PIP’s Archive option: 

The handy Archive option in CP/M3 can throw sand in the 
works of Pearl Reports. (It will not cause problems with the 
Enter Data program.) | use it on Pearl data disks to speed up 
the process of backing up data files (the .DOO [data] and .£00 
[index] files, the only ones which are changed during an “En- 
ter Data” session). However, if you set all the other files ona 
Pearl data disk to ‘Archive’, and you later want to makes 
changes to a report on that disk, first use SET or SWEEP to 
turn the Archive attribute off. Otherwise, when you attempt to 
install the new report, the program will quit, and flash the 
mystifying message: ‘PROGRAM LOGIC ERROR 1204”. 


More Speed in Producing Reports: 

Anyone who uses “Pear!” and has not the means to plunk 
down $1500 for a hard disk knows that to “produce a report” 
you have to stay within earshot of the computer and listen for 
the signal to put in and take out the “Sort” disk. There is a 
way to circumvent that, which will work for data files (the .D00 
type) up to about 35K. In a nutshell: delete the CP/M Plus Sys- 
tem and the file PEARLHLP.TXT (help messages — you'll just 
have to do without them) to make room for the Sort programs 
on the same disk, and for the temporary sortwork files they 
create. Here are the steps: 


a. Use the COPY utility (on the System Disk) to copy the 
Produce Reports disk. Label the new copy “Quick Re- 
ports” or somesuch. 

b. Then erase the CP/M Plus System from the new “‘Quick 
Reports” disk. (Produce Reports does not need it, and it 
consumes 18K of disk space.) Do this by putting ‘Quick 
Reports” in drive B and the General Utilities disk in drive 
A. Use SET.COM to set CPM3.SYS to directory and read- 
write, which will enable you to erase it. 


Syntax: 


A> SET B:CPM3.SYS [DIR,RW] 
A) ERA B:CPM3.SYS 


c. Erase PEARLHLP.TXT as well. 
d. Use PIP to copy the files PSORT.COM and PSORT.LIB from 
the SORT disk onto the ‘Quick Reports” disk. 


That's all there is to it. For working with data files of small 
or moderate size, all you will need is this disk. If you try to use 
it on a larger datafile, the program will rebel with a “DISK 
FULL” message and quit with the job only half-done. 

Now, to speed up the making of routine reports even more, 
readon... 


3. Using SUBMIT.COM with Personal Pearl 

Recently | stumbled on the useful fact that, unlike WordStar, 
Personal Pearl will accept program input from batch com- 
mand files (.SUB files), and it does so without “missing a 
pitch”. Using Submit files can make the job of producing a re- 
port into a one command operation. Or enable you to automati- 
cally load a certain form for data entry by typing only one 
command at the A> prompt. An example, for my ‘‘Check- 
book” form:

Last year | sent away my check to JRT Systems for JRT 
Pascal. Weeks went by before | got a reply . . . another one 
from California bankruptcy court! Curses! It happened again! 

Anyway, thanks to Merle Schnick and others, ‘“‘my order” 
was finally delivered via disks FOG/EX1.007 thru .009 in the 
FOG library in early summer. While it may not have all the nice 
features (integral editor with jumps to mistakes) that others 
reportedly have, the compiler works well for my purposes. 
Certainly for the price to FOG members interested in learning 
Or programming in Pascal, the JRT compiler is a great way to 
Start. And there are ways to organize the system files and the 
Exec’s function keys which speed the edit-compile-edit-com- 
pile-edit loop required to get functional programs with a com- 
piled language. 

I have listed my setup below. This may simplify things for 
someone out there in FOG-land. | have assumed that you’ve 
DELBR’ed, UNSQUEEZEd, and printed the manual and other- 
wise extracted all the individual files so they are available to 
NSWP205 around.

| start out with WordStar to write the first (of my many) trials 
in the N)on document mode; naming the file under develop- 
ment ‘‘X.pas”. Then on eXiting WordStar, pressing 0 (control 
zero) compiles the program. When the ‘‘No errors detected” 
blessing is received, pressing ~9 executes the program. 
Otherwise “8 will quick jump into VDO-EX2 allowing you to 
edit the source (filename X.pas). VDO-EX2 (VEDIT) really 
makes life with JRT Pascal better. It is quick, small, and easy 
to use, overall very well suited to this and other applications. 
Even without the MicroPro ad, getting into WordStar is much 
too slow for adding only one semicolon. VDO-EX2 does it ina 
flash.

Multiple Commands 


Using “!” CP/M PLUS 
by Peter C. Cole 
As you probably know a CP/M command is what you enter 


after the A> prompt. Normally you enter only one command 
such as: 


A) dir a: 


Not mentioned in the Osborne Executive manuals is a way 
you can automatically run a second program atter finishing 
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the first. This is called “executing multiple commands”. It is 
described in the “User’s Guide of CP/M Plus’’ by Digital Re- 
search. All you do is use exclamation marks to separate your 
commands. For example: 


A) dir a:ldir b: 


So what advantage is this? Not much if you’re hand typing 
in your commands, but it may become useful if you use it on 
one of your special function keys or if it is included as a 
“chain” command in a program such as EXECST.COM. For 
those of you who use SUBMIT.COM, using !’s with 
EXECST.COM might free you of having to include SUBMIT.COM 
on your disk. 

Aword of caution. If a file is not found then CP/M Plus will 
skip that file, give you a ‘“‘?”, and continue on with the next 
file.
